•  SYMPTOMS  OF  «  LEGITIMACY/* 

The  Itwii  refers  to  a  proclamation  of  the  Turkish  Government,  as 
faroishiog  evidence  of, its  barbarous  absurdities.  We  cannot  say  that 
it  struck  us  in  this  light ;  on  the  contrary,  on  reading  it  we  were  rather 
filled  with  admiration  at  the  legitimate  style. of  the  document,  which 
closely  resembles  in  substance,  though  not  perhaps  in  form,  those 
which  we  are  accustomed  to  see  proceeding  from  the  most  Christian 
and  civiliicd  cabinets  of  Europe.  Th^  only  inferiority  which  we 
remark  is  in  the  phrasing;  in  other  respects  it  is  shaped  according  to 
the  common  scheme  of  such  papers,  and  seasoned  with  an  abundance 
of  tlmt  cant  which  .would  give  us  to  hope  that  the  Sultan  is  going  to 
cut  his  people’s  throats  with  some  degree  of  good  breeding,  after  the 
manner  of  the  most  approved  continental  models.  The  traveller  in  a 
strange  land,  when  he  saw  a  gibbet,  congratulated  .himself  on  being  in 
advHized  country.; ^and  when  we  meet  with  hypocrisy  and  falsehood 
is  the  State  Paper  of  a  power  deemed  barbarous,  we  consider  them  as 
infallible  indications  of  a  right  royal  progress  in  cabinet  refinement 
and  the  business  of  kingcraft.  In  the  social  system  all  things  improve 
together;  and  as  the  pe^e  make  advances  towards  intelligence,  their 
masters  b^me  accomplished  in  knavery.  In  a  rude  state  the  despot 
strikes,  but  'speaks  not  and  hears  'not.  But  as  his  subjects  acquire 
notions  tbat.tl^y  have  a  property^  in  their  own  heads,*  he  finds  it 
expedient  to  give  a  colour  to  violeivcp,  and,  like.  logo,  is  compelled  to 
adduce  good  reasons  for  murder.  ;  In  proportion  to  the  civilization  of 
its  people,  a  good  government  may  deal  frankly  and  openly. with 
them ;  in  proportion  to  the  civilization  of  its  people,  a  bad  one  must 
deal  craftily  and  falsely  with  them.'  It  is  with  nations  as  with  chil¬ 
dren  ;  wheviftjiey'  are  in  their  infancy,  void  of  moral  force,  the  father 
my  whip  theih'when  they  disobey  his'  commands,  simply  because  it 
is  bis  will;  out  as  ‘they  grow  in  intelligence,  he  tells  them  that  they 
must  not  do  so  and  so,  which  happen  to  be  disagreeable  to  himself,' 
because  God  won’t  love  them  if  they,  do,  pnd  he  must  therefore 
scourge  thena  for  the  good  of  their  precious  little  souls.  When  we 
see  a  despot  ceasing  to  repose  on  his  will,  and  taking  shelter  under 
cant  and  hypocrisy,'  .we  should  in  most  cases  be  inclined  to  infer  that 
Rs  people  are  bf^nnii^  to  grow  in  moral  force,  and  that  he  feels  it. 
The  consequefl(!e^i},'that  both  parties  improve  together;  as  the  people 
b^ome  more  rrfiitoal,*the  prince  becomes  more  princely, — more  like 
the  standard  Sttveleigbs,~and  his  government  is  conducted  with  all 
the  machinery,  of  falsehood  which  marks  the  politer  powers.  The 
symptoms,  however,  in  the  particular  instance  under  consideration, 
ate  probably  fallacious.  A  desire  to  be  in  the  European  or  Holy 
Alliance  fashion,,  ouiy  alone  have  induced  the  Sultan  to  adopt  cant, 
just  as  the  King  of  Yachataboo  crowns  his  most  naked  but  most 
royal  person  with  a  gold-laced  hat,  not  because  the  prejudices  of  his 
island  demand  this  covering,  but  because  when  graced  with  it  he 
most  potently  believes  that  he  exactly  resembles  those  distant  Sove- 
roigns  of  ibfghty  powers  of  mischief,  whom  it  is  his  pride  to  imitate, 
from  whatever  cause  it  arises,  certain  it  is,  that  in  the  Proclamation 
^fore  us,  wt  observe  a  striking  general  similitude  to  the  scheme  of 
"gitunate  manifestoes.

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Offk  [Vpnfies :  •©  that,  however  generous  he  might  have  been  consi- 
the  interesti  of  the  deputies  were  thus  brought  into  opposition  to 
tMf  duty.  What  he  complained  of  chiefly  was,  that  in  the  second  loan 
lliere  was  no  responsible  party.  There  were  three  contractors — three 
(JrpoticSf  Messrs  Luriotfis,  Orlando,  and  Spaniolachi,  and  three  ooun- 
sellors,  Messrs  Burdett,  Hobhouse,  and  Ellice — but,  unfortunately,  among 
tJiese  there  was  no  unfinimity  ;  not  one  set  could  coincide  with  the  other, 
,or  wts  the  party  agreed  among  its  own  members.  With  respect  to  the 
iHinl  irmament,  nothing  could  have  been  better  planned,  yet  nothing 
eoold  have  been  worse  in  its  execution.  Was  it  not  grossly  absurd,  at  a 
moment  when  immediate  assistance  was  required,  to  apply  156,000/.  to 
thrbuiMing  of  two  frigates,  when  two  substantial  Swedish  vessels  had 
offered  by  Mr  Golasmidt  at  only  40,000/.  ?  so  that  now,  even  if  the 
fritfstes  could  ba  goWready,  there  was  at  least  100,000/.  thrown  away. 
Alter  adverting  to  the  very  ineffective  state  in  which  the  EnterprUe  had 
lift  the  river,  and  the  subsequent  failures  with  respect  to  the  other 
ftesm-vessels,  tha  Colonel  observed,  that  with  respect  to  any  proceedings 
00  the  subject  of  the  steam-vessels  in  the  river,  he  was  opposed  in  the 
Coffiinittea  to  Messrs  Bailey  and  Robinson.  They  were  for  giving  pub¬ 
licity  to  the  proceedings,  but  hd  did  not  wish,  by  making  the  proceedings 
public,  to  force,  as  it  were,  the  attention  of  Government  to  what  some 
nrmben  of  It  might  consider  as  an  infraction  of  our  neutrality.  The 
plltnt  Officer,  afer  adverting  to  some  other  topics,  said  it  was  admitted 
on  ill  hands  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  present  depressed  state  of 
Greece  was  the  misapplication  of  the  money  raised  for  her  use  in  this 
eosDtry.  What  was  their  remedy  ?— The  remedy  he  proposed  he  sub- 
lequently  embodied  in  the  following  Resolutions 
Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Greek  Committee  be  requested  to  re-assemble, 
and  appoint  a  sub-committee,  to  take  into  immediate  consideration  the 
laeani  necessary  to  dispatch  a  naval  armament  to  Greece,  and  to  adopt 
neuures  calculated  to  secure  the  defence  of  Athens,  Napoli  di  Romania, 
and  Hydra. — 2nd.  Xhftt  to  provide  for  the  salvation  of  Greece,  to  raise 
the  value  of  Greek  scrip,  and  to  secure  the  future  payment  thereon,  it  is 
dnirable  that  the  bondholders  should  lend  to  the  Greek  Committee  one 
half  of  the  next  dividend,  amounting  to  25,000/. — 3rd.  That  the  Greek 
Committee  be  aolicited  to  obtain  subacriptions  in  England,  in  British 
India,  and  from  the  foreign  committees.-— 4th.  That  the  funds  for  Greece 
obtained  in  this  country,  and  the  appropriation  of  them,  be  placed  under 
the  absolute  control  of  five  persona,  who  shall  be  named  by  the  boud- 
lk)ldere. 

Mr  Robertson  said,'  it  was  quite  notorious,  that  steam-boats  were 
Itting  out,  which  Liord  Cochrane  was  to  command,  therefore  secresy 
vu  out  of  the  question.  If  Gentlemen  who  passed  as  patriots,  and 
tsjoyed  the  honours  which  belonged  to  those  who  affected  such  distinc¬ 
tion,  had  undertaken  a  task  for  which  they  were  either  unqualified  or 
tli-disposed,  it  was  they  who  ought  to  bear  the  blame  of  it,  and  not  those 
vbofuffered  by  tbeir  want  of  talent  or  energy.  Mr  R.  here  read  a  letter 
from  the  Greek  Deputies  to  Messrs  Ellice,  Hobhouse,  and  Burdett, 
Kipecting  the  Expedition,  from  which  the  following  passages  are  ex¬ 
tracted: — ^  We  were  asaured  by  you.  Gentlemen,  that,  by  entering  into 
cogagsment,  we  should  seoure  the  independence  of  Greece.  VVithin 
•  few  weeks,**  said  Mr  EHlice,  **  Lord  Cochrane  will  be  at  Constantino- 
and  will  bum  the  Turkish  vessels  in  that  port.  You  will  want 
wither  Napier  nor  any  other  General ;  Cochrane  alone  will  suffice  at  the 
•sw  time  for  your  Admiral  and  General.  If  you  wish,  he  can  take  200 
500  men  with  him,  and  land  then)  in  Greece.  Do  not  divide  the  sum 
Niih  Napier,  let  the  whole  of  the  lfk)/)00/.  be  for  the  expedition  of  Lord 
whrane  ;  he  will  clear  Greece  of  the  Turks.**— “  I  will  engage,*’  re¬ 
plied  Sir  F.  Burdett  to  Mr  Orlando,  on  his  hesitating  to  appropriate  so 
»8um  of  money  to  this  one  object,  “  I  will  engage,  I  will  give  you 
•y  word  of  honour,  that  this  arrangement  shall  be  faitnfuUy  carried  into 
Give  yoorself  no  further  concern  about  the  affair,  your  country 
Will  be  saved.^— The‘naroe,the  talent,  and  the  intrepidity  of  Lord  Coch- 
•Mit,  necemarily  inspired  us  with  the  most  unbounded  confidence  in  the 
of  his  operations,  and  we  could  not  for  a  moment  have  believed, 
****  •wurances  given  to  us,  that  the  arrangement  would  not  have 
pronmtly  and  faithfully  axecuted,  so  as  to  place  the  force  provided 
wjtt  hit  U>rdship*s  disposal  within  the  time  limited.  Imagine  to  your- 
^«sthen,  Gentlemen,  what  must  be  our  disappointment  and  mortifica- 
®^when,  after  the  lapse  of  so  many  months,  w  e  find  that  not  even  one 
jj^l  ••  yet  in  the  least  ready  for  sea.^ — From  the  moment  the  arrange- 
oonclnded,  and  we  bad  given  directions  for  the  appropriation 
tbs  necessary  funds,  the  affair  was  taken  entirely  out  of  our  hands, 
«  Ware  not  consulted  or  even  informed  of  the  measures  taken  for  fulfil  I- 
^  Instead  of  purchasing  vessels  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
orders,  as  we  afterwards  learned,  were  given  for  building 
and,  strange  to  say,  one  Engineer  was  employed  to  prepare  all 
^  iteaat-enginea  and  machinerv.  In  vain  have  we  applied  and  appealed 
Wt  h  ^  Bulnect.  Our  interference  has  been  i;egarded  at  improper,  or 
referred  to  Messrs  Ricardo,  who  have  told  us  that  the  matter 
entirely  with  Mr  Gaflo^ay,  the  engineer ;  whilst  the  latter  gentle- 
^^•ca^ly  recognixes  us  at  interested  parties,  and  has  more  than  once 
Jl^tted  to  satisfy  our  inquiries.  What,  then,  are  we  to  do  ?  Our 
^btrymen  call  aloud  to  ns  for  the  long-promised  aid.  Our  character  is 
by  the  delay,  and  your  own  cannot  fail  to  be  impugned, 
ef  come  before  the  public.  In  the  meantime,  the  interests

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necessary  aieps.  Will  it  be  credited,  that  it  was  Uft  to  one  Engineer  to 
prepare  the  englMs  and  machinery  for  six  vessels,  which  were  to  be  got 
ready  for  sea  within  two  months  and  a  half,  and  that  the  Engineer 
charged  with  this  service  on  behalf  of  Greece  should  be  one  who  is  em¬ 
ployed  by  and  has  for  a  long  time  past  had  a  son  at  Alexandria  iu  tho 
pay  of  the  Pacha  of  Egypt?  We  have  done  all  in  our  power  to  obtain 
for  Greece  the  important  aid  which  Lord  Cochrane’s  enterprise  and 
skill  would  have  supplied.  We  have  again  and  again  solicited  yoar 
attention  to  the  affair,  and  urged  upon  you  the  dreadful  consequences 
of  delay;  and  now  once  more  we  call  upon  you,  as  you  regard  the 
cause  of  our  country,  to  take  the  best  and  moat  efficient  means 
for  furnishing  the  succour  of  which  she  stands  in  ao  great  need.*’— 
To  this  letter,  Mr  Hobhouse  sent  a  reply,  dated  May  29,  in  which  he 
stated,  that  ha  had  gone  to  Deptford  to  inspect  the  steam-vessels  ;  that, 
with  proper  attention,  the  two  larger  steam-boats  might  be  at  sea  in  a 
month  ;  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  abandon  all  hopes,  for  the  present, 
of  working  upon  the  three  smaller  vessels ;  and  that  an  officer  and 
inspector  of  machinery  would  be  sent  to  reside  at  or  near  the  dock-yard,^ 
to  report  daily  to  them  (Messrs  Ellice,  Burdett,  and  Hobhouse)  on  the’ 
progress  of  the  work.  It  was  (continued  Mr  Robertson)  thus  affirmed, 
that  the  three  smaller  vessels  could  not  be  fitted  out  in  tnt  present  year. 
Though  this  Committee  had  not  been  appointed  till  the  4th  of  September, 
he  had  now  the  satisfaction  to  inform  them,  that  those  three  vessela 
would  be  sent  out  in  one  month  from  the  present  time.  (’Gfrsa/  cheering,} 
If  to  much  could  be  done  in  the  interval  between  their  last  and  their 
present  meeting,  why  could  they  not  have  been  sent  out  in  the  interval 
which  elapsed  between  the  26th  of  May  and  the  4th  of  September  ?' 
(Hear^hear^  hear!)  Their  gallant  Chairman  had  said  something  ta 
them  about  the  impolicy  of  sending  out  a  cavalry  officer  to  America  to 
superintend  the  building  of  frigates.  He  did  not  think  the  impolicy  of 
such  a  measure  was  greater  than  that  of  entrusting  the  equipment  of 
steam-boats  to  Members  of  Parliament  and  dealers  on  the  Stock  Ex¬ 
change.  Whether  Sir  F.  Burdett  or  Mr  Hobhouse  were  qualified  for 
the  task  which  they  had  voluntarily  undertaken,  he  would  not  pretend  to 
decide;  but  that  they  were  not  inclined  to  execute  it,  was  evident,  from 
the  fact  that  one  of  them  had  gone  with  his  family  to  spend  the  summer 
in  France,  and  the  other  had  gone  to  partake  in  the  festivities  of  the 
coronation  at  Moscow.  If  such  duties  as  the  Greek  cause  now  required 
were  to  be  properly  performed,  they  must  be  undertaken  by  men,  who 
not  only  understood  what  they  were  doing,  but  were  also  willing  to 
devote  to  it  their  time  and  attention.  Great  censure  had  been  cast  upon 
Mr  Ricardo.  He  was  happy  to  say,  that  no  censure  could  bo  fairly 
thrown  upon  him,  except  that  of  Having  undertaken  a  matter  of  which 
he  knew  nothing  at  all.— After  some  further  remarks,  Mr  R.  read’ ano¬ 
ther  letter  from  M.  Luriottis,  in  which  he  says,  “  We  will  not  give  ouf 
sanction  to  the  monies  you  have  to  improvidently  and  improperly  ex¬ 
pended.  You  cannot  have  believed — it  is  impossible  for  any  one  td 
oelieve,  that  the  delay  on  the  part  of  Mr  Galloway  has  been  uninten¬ 
tional.  Whether  it  had  its  origin  in  his  employment  lor  our  great  enemy 
the  Pacha  of  Egypt  (an  employment,  by  the  bye,  which  was  fully  known' 
when  you  gave  him  the  order),  or  in  any  other  cause,  or  whether  any 
other  parties  have  been  desirous  of  delay,  we  have  not  the  means  of 
deciding ;  but  that  the  procrastination  has  been  the  result  of  design,  we 
cannot  doubt.** — 4Here  Mr  Robertson  paused  in  reading,  to  observe, 
that  of  this  part  of  the  letter  it  was  his  duty  to  say,  that  it  was  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  Committee,  founded  upon  full  enquiries,  that  there  was  not 
the  slightest  shadow  of  proof  for  such  an  imputation  on  Mr  Galloway.!— 
“  With  infinite  regret  we  learn  that,  on  the  trial  of  the  EnterprUe  last 
Wednesday,  the  boiler  burst,  and  that  on  trying  tho  IrreeUtMe  on 
Thursday,  the  machinery  wholly  failed;  ancl  it  is  r^orted  that  it  ii 
totally  uncertain  when  either  of  the  vessels  will  be  in  a  fit  state  to  put  to 
sea.  We  trust  that  these  most  mortifying  circumstance  may  aol  have 
proceeded  from  the  same  design.  We  have  also  been  informed,  that  It 
was  your  express  wish  that  tne  vessels  should  put  to  sea  with  their  sails 
alone ;  but  to  this  we  can  scarcely  attach  credit.”— Mr  Robertson  conti¬ 
nued:— It  had  been  said  that  Lord  Cochrane  had  taken  pet  because  tho 
steam-boats  had  not  joined  him,  and  was  coming  home ;  and  that  he  was 
going  to  take  advantage  of  bis  own  mismansgement  in  this  cause,  and  to 
desert  it.  Now  what  right  had  Lord  Cochrane  to  take  pet,  when  Mr 
Galloway  had  been  the  e^ineer  of  his  own  selection  ?  He  would  ssy 
most  distinctly,  that  Lord  C^hrane  could  not— nay,  durst  not,  do  any 
such  thing.  (  Jlear^  hear  t )  The  meeting  hsd  heard  that  the  Committee 
had  met  all  kinds  of  impediments  to  prevent  them  coming  at  the  ^^^th. 
Mr  Spaniolachi  had  given  the  Committee  no  information.  He  had  lent 
himself  most  zealously  to  the  investigstion  of  his  predecessor's  accounts  | 
but  as  soon  as  bis  own  accounts  and  tliote  of  his  friends  were  brought  In 
question,  he  resolutely  closed  the  door  to  all  investigation.  TTw  auth^ 
nties  in  Greece  were  quite  ignorant  of  everything  that  related  to  tho 
equipment  of  these  steam-bosts.  The  proof  was  to  be  found  in  the  fa^, 
that  a  commission  was  coming  from  Greece,  auihorixing  Sir  Frande 
Burdett,  Mr  Spaniolachi,  and  Mr  Ricardo,  to  investigate  all  the  fran^ 
actions  connected  with  these  losns.  Messrs  Ricardo,  ^atllolMhi,  and 
Burdett  to  audit  their  own  accounts  I  In  the  whole  hi^ry  of  morcao- 
tife  transactions,  never  was  anything  so  absurd  thought  or  dreamt  oL 
(Heart  freer Without  asBistsnee,  Greece  could  not  defend  Itself, 
Certain  measures,  he  however  understood,  were  in  c^lemplmitm  for  Ino 
promotion  of  her  safety  and  weil-^being,  which  were  likely  to  be  Rltsnded 
with  moBrtieneficial  consequences.

Bowriro  :  Mr  Hunte,  at  any  rate,  is  free  from  suspicion.] — Mr  M  erle  : 
If  error  or  crime  had  k^en  committad,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  bondholders, 
without  respecting  rank  or  station,  to  proceed  right  onward  to  the  detec* 
tion  of  those  who  liad  erred  and  sinned.  Had  it  not  been  stated  that  Mr 
Galloway  had  been  employed  on  the  recommendation  of  Lord  Cochrane? 
Now  would  any  ooe  say  that  Sir  Francis  Burdett  and  Mr  Hobhouse,  in 
acceding  to  lx)rd  Cochrane*s  recommendation,  had  wilfully  acted  an 
unwise  part?  If  Lord  Cochrane  had  made  a  foolish  choice  in  selecting 
Mr  Galloway,  let  him  be  condemned.  That  Mr  Galloway  had  been  the 
cause  of  all  the  mischief  which  had  occurred,  that  his  want  of  energy, 
skill,  and  ability,  had  given  rise  to  the  delay  which  had  been  so  univer¬ 
sally  complained  of,  he  was  not  prepared  to  deny  ;  but  even  allowing  the 
worst  suspicions  to  be  correct  as  to  Mr  Galloway *8  conduct,  he  trusted 
that  the  meeting  would  do  Sir  Francis  Burdett  and  Mr  Hobhouse  justice, 
and  would  acquit  them  of  all  guilt,  save  that  of  acceding,  perhaps  too 
hastily,  to  the  recommendation  of  Lord  Cochrane. 

Mr  Bowring  said,  he  rose  for  the  purpose  of  making  one  or  two  obser¬ 
vations;  and  first  with  regard  to  the  statement  that  the  Committee  had 
declined  to  give  publicity  to  certain  facts.  Publicity  was  the  safeguard 
of  everything  that  was  valuable.  Still  publicity  was  only  a  means  to  an 
end,  and  if  a  case  could  be  made  out  to  his  mind,  that  to  obtain  the 
means  they  were  sacrihcing  the  ends,  he  would  not  hesitate  to  modify 
bis  general  principle.  Now  such  representations  had  been  made  to  the 
Committee  as  to  the  danger  of  rendering  public  certain  facts,  that  he  for 
one  did  not  feel  himself  justified  in  taking  upon  himself  the  responsibility 
of  thwarting  the  future  prospects  of  Greece.  But  when  those  represen¬ 
tations  were  made  to  him,  he  stated  distinctly,  that  the  period  was  not 
fpr  distant  when  every  step  the  Committee  was  taking  must  be  retraced, 
and  that  every  fact  should  be  made  known,  no  matter  to  whom  it  attached 
reproach.  Mr  J.  Smith,  whose  name  was  a  warrant  for  everything  wise 
and  honourable,  had  been  mentioned  as  the  individual  by  whom  General 
Lallemand  had  been  named  to  the  commission  which  he  had  so  ill  ful- 
^lled.  Now  he  was  authorised  to  say,  that  Mr  John  Smith  had  nothing 
to  do  with  that  appointment.  A  series  of  attacks  were  made  on  the  ori¬ 
ginal  Greek  Committee.  He  regretted  to  hear  of  such  attacks,  but  he 
wopld  say,  if  any  specific  charge  were  now  made  against  them,  he  would 
be  able  to  prove  that  it  was  without  foundation,  and  that  so  far  from 
deserving  censure,  tl^y  had  merited  well  of  Greece — merited  well  of 
humanity. 

Col.  Jones  said,  the  Greek  Committee  was  composed  of  active  men  of 
all  ranks — Lords,  members  of  the  senate,  lawyers,  soldiers,  and  sailors, 
most  of  whom  were  active  men,  who  gave  their  assistance  indifferent 
ways.  They  were  men  of  different  political  parties,  but  all  strongly 
united  on  one  point — the  love  of  freedom  I  (Hear^hear!)  The  Com¬ 
mittee  had  to  struggle  with  many  difficulties  and  unforeseen  events,  such 
as  the  death  of  Byron,  and  other  circumstances.  With  these  disadvan¬ 
tages  they  had  sent  out  of  the  original  loan,  in  money,  stores,  artillery, 
and  a  laboratory  (for  they  had  persons  of  different  tastes  and  opinions  to 
consult)  the  sum  of  317,506/.  \5s,9d.  He  would  admit  that  part  of  the 
monies  sent  out  was  mismanaged  ;  but  this  was  not  peculiar  to  uncivi¬ 
lized  Greece.  A  part  of  the  heavy  load  of  taxes  which  the  people  of  this 
country  were  now  called  upon  to  pay,  was  entailed  upon  us  from  circum- 
atances  somewhat  similar.  With  regard  to  the  second  loan,  it  was  taken 
up  by  stock-brokers,  and  had  been  made  the  subject  of  much  jobbing. 
Mr  Ricardo  was  aware  of  this,  and  he  thought  he  had  as  good  a  right  to 
make  money  as  another.  No  doubt  he  had  made  the  best  bargain  he 
could  for  himself.  He  did  not  blame  him  for  this.  He  dared  to  say  he 
was  a  very  good  man  and  an  excellent  stock-broker.  He  had  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  stocK-brokers ;  but  when  they  expected  to  see  stock-brokers 
acting  in  the  way  of  their  business  from  patriotism  or  public  spirit,  by 
G-~d,  they  might  as  well  pursue  a  phantom.  ( Ilear^  hear  !  and  laughter.  J 
Sir  Francis  Burdett  and  Messrs  Hobhouse  and  Cilice  were  un6t  for  the 
duty  which  had  been  imposed  upon  them,  of  managing  the  Greek  affairs 
here.  He  was  intimately  acquainted  with  Sir  F.  Burdett;  he  had  fought 
by  his  side  many  a  time  at  elections,  and  he  hoped  he  should  do  so  again. 
Mr  Hobhouse  he  had  known  from  a  boy  at  school,  and  he  was  in  the  con- 
ftant  habit  of  moving  in  the  same  circle  with  Mr  Ellice.  With  all  of 
them  he  was  on  terms  of  friendship  ;  but  with  the  best  feeling  he  must 
aay,  that  they  were  the  most  un6t  men  in  the  world  for  the  task  which 
bad  been  imposed  on  them.  Sir  F.  Burdett,  of  all  men,  was  least  a  man 
of  business;  be  knew  him  well,  and  knew  that  he  had  kept  importaat 
letters  in  his  pocket  for  seven  months  unopened.  He  would  admit  that 
on  great  public  discussions  Sir  F.  Burdett  was  a  very  able  and  a  useful 
man,  ana  so  were  the  other  gentlemen  he  bad  named  ;  but  on  that  to 
which  he  had  alluded,  they  were  not  the  proper  men  to  be  chosen,  and 
lie  was  sorry  to  find  Sir  Francis  Burdett  in  tiie  new  Greek  Commission. 
Indeed  the  unfitness  for  application  to  business  of  accounts  was  the  fault 
of  the  system  of  education  adopted  in  our  public  schools — a  system  which, 
be  was  glad  to  find,  would  be  likely  to  find  a  remedy  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  New  University  that  had  lately  been  so  zealously  taken  tip 
by  the  public.

If,  therefore,  because  a  law  is  broken 
puoidiment  must  follow,  the  above  witness  must  have  three  indictments 
erictions  laid  against  him  for  these  assaults  {  and  the  Magistrate  (if  the 
boys  were  taken  up  by  a  warrant)  must  be  sued  for  false  imprisonment, 
h  hict,  we  ire  all  of  us  frequently  infringing  on  some  one  or  other  of  the 
aamberless  trifling  enactments  which  load  and  disgrace  our  Statute 
Book :  and  these  gentlemen  would  do  well  to  reflect  on  the  figure  they 
would  cut,  if  that  severity  was  dealt  out  to  them  which  they  thus  heap 
on  their  im^tent  and  defenceless  victims. 

Ihsvekaid  before,  and  1  beg  to  repeat  it,  that  I  impute  no  blame  to 
the  Magfstrates;  at  the  same  time  I  must  be  allowed  to  observe,  that  a 
itrict  construction  of  the  Act  (and  it  is  a  penal  one)  would  scarcely 
WstTint  a  conviction  in  some  of  these  cases, — evidence  of  certain  damage 
'Cf'iujury  being  required,  such  as  in  a  court  of  law  would  be  requisite  to 
Wipport  an  **  action  on  the  case,**  not  such  as  is  sufficient  in  an  **  action 
Vietarmis.*'  I  will  take  the  case  of  two  old  women  from  Tichfield. 
The  evidence  against  them  was  that  they  had  done  damage  whilst 
Butting,  by  bending  (not  breaking)  down  the  under  wood.  This  was  the 
whole  of  their  offence ;  but  the  witness  further  said,  that  they  were  in  the 
wood  but  a  short  time,  not  an  hour,  that  the  wood  was  **  rather  young 
stuff,"  and  that  the  women  had  each  done  damage  to  the  amount  of  five 
shilliogs.  This  I  will  venture  to  say  is  impossible,  even  if  they  had 
broken  down  the  wood  and  carried  it  away.  An  acre  of  good  full-grown 
•nderwood  is  at  this  time  worth  about  eight  pounds  {  there  are  thirty- 
two  times  five  shillings  in  eight  pounds  ;  consequently,  according  to  the 
shove  evidence,  thirty-two  women  would  have  destroyed  an  acre.  Now, 

I  am  quite  sure  that  thirty-two  able  men,  armed  with  hand  bills  and 
aies, could  not  cut  down  and  carry  away  an  acre  of  good  underwood  in 
half  a  day.  This  speaks  for  itself:  but  the  old  women  (one  a  widow,  the 
eWier  with  a  large  family)  were  convicted  in  penalties  amounting  to 
ffleen  shilKngs  and  threepence  each,  and  to  be  committed  to  Bridewell 
ferone  month,  if  it  is  not  paid  by  the  11th  of  this  month.  For  them  to 
proctm  the  sum  is  impossible,  unless  some  benevolent  individual  will 
contribute  it,  to  save  two  miserable  fellow-creatures  from  the  disgraceful 
degradation  of  imprisonment.  ••  a

BRITISH  IRON  COMPANY. 

TO  THE'EOITOR  OF  THE  EXAMINER. 

Sir, — Allow  me  onco  mofe  to  call  the  attention  of  your  readers  to  tha 
concerns  of  the  British  rfoil  Company.  At  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors 
held  in  September  last,  was  asserted  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee,  that  “  30,378/.  haM  been  unnecessarily  expended  on  the  works  at 
Abarsychan,  and  if  at  Abersychan,  probably  at  every  other  of  the  Com- 
pany*8  works.**  Mr  MusheV,  the  reader  of  the  report  and  a  member  of 
the  Committee,  being  asked  to  show  where  and  how  this  unnecessary 
expenditure  had  been  occasioned,  replied,  that  “  the  manager  (Mr  Philip 
Taylor)  had  contracted  for  the  masonry  at  6*.  lOd.  the  cubic  yard,  whicn 
might  have  been  done  at  Ss.  6d.**  This,  indeed,  if  true,  w’ould  have 
accounted  for  the  deficiency.  Unfortunately  however  for  the  Committee, 
the  contractors  (Messrs  Jones  and  Willoox,  of  Bristol)  published  a  letter 
in  the  offering  “  to  relinquish  the  contract  entered  into  with  them 

by  Mr  P.  Taylor  on  behalf  of 'the  Company,  and  to  abide  by  the  valua¬ 
tion  of  any  competent  unprejudiced  persons  as  to  the  price  of  the  work.** 
This  was  rather  an  awkward  challenge.  It  gave  the  lie  direct  to  the 
Committee’s  report.  The  brother  of  Mr  Mushett  was  therefore  sent 
down  to  ascertain  how  they  were  to  be  extricated  from  this  dilemma. 
And  at  the  meeting  of  the  Company  on  Tuesday,  hie  report  was  received. 
It  stated,  that  the  situation  selected  by  Mr  P.  Taylor  for  the  furnacea 
was  the  best  that  could  have  been  chosen^  that  the  work  contracted  for  by 
him  was  on  advantageous  terms  for  the  Company,  and  that  there  was  no 
ground  for  any  charge  of  unnecessary  expenditure,** — Now,  Sir,  what  can* 
be  said  of  a  set  of  men,  who  can  thus  wantonly  and  deliberately  sport  with 
a  man's  reputation  ?  First,  assuming  as  correct  the  opinions  of  a  man  of 
whom,  as  they  admitted,  they  knew  nothing,  giving  them  the  sanction  of 
their  authority,  and  assuming  still  farther  that  the  san>e  **  unnecessary 
expenditure,  which  had  been  proved  to  exist  at  Abersychan,  probably 
existed  also  at  every  other  of  the  Company’s  works.**  The  whole  of  this 
assumption  and  pretended  proof  is  now  shown,  by  the  testimony  of  their 
own  agent,  to  be  utterly  baseless.  Do  these  gentlemen  reflect,  that  th« 
calumny  which  they  have  circulated  will  spread  into  ten  thousand  handa 
where  their  retraction  will  never  reach  ?  * 

Mr  Horsley  Palmer,  the  present  chairman  of  the  Committee,  but  who 
was  not  a  member  of  it. when  the  former  report  was  framed,  took  occasion 
at  the  meeting  on  Tuesday  to  express  his  regret  that  a  statement  ao 
foreign  from  the  truth,  and  calculated  so  seriously  to  injure  the  profes¬ 
sional  reputation  of  Mr  Taylor,  should  have  been  published  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Committee.  And  this  must  be  the  feeling  of  every 
honourable  mind.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

Paris,  Oct.  20. — On  Thurs<lay,  Mr  Canning  had  the  honour  to  dine  at 
the  Tuileries  with  the  King  and  Royal  Family.  The  Courier  Francale 
says  upon  this  subject—**  The  snperHlilions  of  etiquette  and  the  vanities 
of  the  Court  have  just  received  a  check  which  disconserls  them.  The 
Minister  of  a  foreign  (iovernment — n  plebeian,  who  has  no  other  title 
than  that  of  being  a  great  orator,  a  skilful  statesman,  and  an  eloquent 
proclaimer  of  a  system  of  civil,  commercial,  and  religioue  liberty,  has  had 
the  honour  to  sit  lo-day  at  the  King’s  table.  In  this  Charles  X  has  done 
what  appeared  quite  natural  to  Henry  IV  and  the  chiefs  of  our  ancient 
monarchy.  It  was  not  till  the  timeol  Louis  XIV  that  forms  more  Asintio 
than  really  French  w’ere  introduced  round  the  throne.  A  harrier  which 
scarcely  existed  any  where  except  at  the  courts  of  Versailles  and  Madrid 
has  thus  fallen,  after  a  mouth  s  hesitation,  before  illustrious  renown. 
Such  an  example  undoubtedly  will  not  be  confined  to  foreigners ;  but  the 
King  of  France  will  grant  the  same  distinction  to  the  merit  and  services 
of  his  subjects.  This  morning  Mr  Canning  breakfasted  at  St  Ouen  with 
one  of  our  principal  manufacturers;  and  this  evening  he  had  the  honour 
to  dine  at  tne  Tuileries  with  the  King  and  Royal  Family.  None  but 
men  thrown  by  mistake  into  our  age — none  but  old  courtiers, are  capablo 
of  being  astonished  at  what  is  so  proper  and  conformable  to  the  spirit  oC 
the  French  Charter  and  the  British  Consii;iiiion.  Such  are  the 
consequences  and  inspirations  of  coiisiilutional  royally  in  both  coun¬ 
tries.’’ 

Death  Of  Talma.— It  is  with  deep  regret  we  announce  that  Talma 
died  yesterday  morning,  et  about  half-past  eleven  o’clock,  in  the  66th 
year  of  his  age.  He  has  left  a  widow,  who  with  himself  was  devoted  to 
the  stage  until  the  year  1810,  when  an  ill  stale  of  health  compelled  hef 
to  retire.  By  this  marriage  there  is  no  issue,  the  children  of  TeJma 
being  illegitimate.  This  great  actor  has  requested  refreetrdiy,  in  tho 
hearing  of  several  of  his  friends,  that,  his  remains  might  be  conveyed 
from  his  house  direct  to  the  piece  of  internienl.  The  Theeire  Franceia 
was  closed  lest  evening.  It  was  not  until  five  o'plock  yesurday  mornin|^„ 
that  Talma  began  to  be  convinced,  by  the  extreme  peoelralion  of  all  hiik 
(aculiica  and  the  fllm  that  spread  itself  before  bit  eyeti  that  hii  diiqQltta 
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WM  no  the  pen<ma  who 

»orrofinded  ninti.  He  had  two  notarie*  calTea,  ih  whose  presence  he  con¬ 
firmed  the  dispoflitions  of  hi*  will,  which  had  been  made  three  weeks 
before.  After  thi*  exertion,  hi*  remaining  strength  scarcely  sufficed  to 
mutter,  in  an  almost  extinguished  voice,  the  single  word.  Adieu  !  which 
be  addressed  to  one  of  the  notaries.— One  of  the  last  time*  the  Archbishbp 
^  Paris  (who  has  repeatedly  endeavoured  to  gain  admittance  to  Talma) 
presented  himself  at  his  house,  and  was  revised  by  one  of  the  patient** 
relations  to  be  brought  into  his  presence,  he  said,**  You  probably  sup¬ 
pose  that  my  intentions  are  very  different  from  what  they  are  in  reality. 
My  motives  are  noble  and  elevated.  For  a  long  time  Iwck  I  have  been 
endeavouring  to  procure  from  the  Court  of  Rome,  that  the  ridiculous  ex* 
communication  pronounced  against  actors  should  be  taken  off,  and  the 
present  circumstanoe  may  most  powerfully  conduce  to  the  success  of  my 
endeavours.  Talma  dying  in  peace  with  the  Cburob  would  furnish  me 
with  a  puissant  argument.  Moreover,  I  promise  you  not  to  ssy  a  single 
word  about  religion,  until  Talma  shall  himself  mention  the  subject.**  It 
is  said,  that  the  last  time  the  Archbishop  called,  and  met,  as  before,  with 
a  refusal,  he  lost  all  patience,  and  vehemently  apostrophised  Talma's 
nephew,  4  physician,  in  the  following  terms  t— **  Unfortunate  inan  1  see 
what  a  responsibility  you  are  drawing  on  your  head.  Great  as  is  my  in¬ 
dignation,  1  cannot  nere  punish  you  tor  such  unworthy  conduct— roy  reli¬ 
gion  forbids  me.  But  on  the  day  of  judgement,  where  all  the  souls  of 
my  flock  shall  appear  in  the  presence  of  God,  mine  shall  pursue  yours, 
and  call  upon  it  to  answer  for  the  lose  of  an  immortal  soul.**  The  young 
physician  listened  calmly  to  theee  terrible  menaces,  end  firmly  but  res¬ 
pectfully  refused  to  introduce  his  Grace.  Madam  Vanbove,  Talma’s 
wife,  also  wished  to  be  admitted  to  his  bedside,  but  he  refused  to  see  her. 
^he  did  not  insist,  but  said,**  1  am  sorry  not  to  be  permitted  to  see  him 
once  more.  Ttll  him,  I  entreat  you,  that  I  came  to  offer  him  to  share  my 
fortune  with  his  children.**  Madam  Vanbove  has  upwards  of  40,000f.  a 
year,  that  bad  been  left  her  by  Dr  Moreau  (De  la  Sarthe)  with  whom 
■he  had  lived.  It  is  precisely  this  fortune  that  prevented  any  reooncilia- 
tion  between  her  and  Talma,  and  induced  him  to  refuse  seeing  her  in  hit 
lestmomeats.  **  As  my  wife  is  now  wesUhy,**  said  he,  **  it  would  no 
doubt  be  said  that  1  bscams  reooooiled  to  her  through  motives  of  interest, 
l^er  fortune  places  an  insurmountable  barrier  between  us.**<--4)ne  of  the 
theatrical  journals  gives  the  following  account  of  Talma’s  last  moments  t 
Talma  preserved  all  bis  intslleotual  faculties  to  the  last.  ,  He  felt  no 
acute  pain,  and  only  comDlained  of  having  a  cloud  before  his  eyes.  He 
perfectly  recognised  the  mends  around  his  bed,  end  on  seeing  Messrs 
Jouy,  Arnault,  end  Dovilliers,  be  stretched  out  his  arms,  wept,  and  em¬ 
braced  them.  He  said  to  bis  nephew,  **  The  physicians  know  nothing 
of  my  disease.  Recommend  them  to  open  my  body,  that  it  may  be  use¬ 
ful  to  my  fallow>ereatures  ;**  and  in  a  moment  after  he  said,  Lti  there  be 
no  Prieetil  all  1  ask  is,  net  to  be  buried  too  soon.*.*  Some  time  before, 
he  eacleimed,  **  What  do  they  require  of  me  ?— to  make  me  abjure  the 
art  to  which  I  owe  all  my  glory, an  art  that  1  idolize  ?  to  deny  the  forty 
erighiest  years  of  roy  life,  to  separata  my  cauNe  from  that  of  my  com¬ 
rades,  and  to  acknowledge  them  to  be  infamous  ?  Never  !'*  A  few  mo¬ 
ments  before  his  death  he  murmured  in  a  faint  voice,  **  Voltaire  i  Vol¬ 
taire  !  as  Voltaire  !**  Thus  the  greatest  tragedian  of  this  age  expired  in 
invoking  the  name  of  ilia  greatest  tragic  genius  of  the  last. 

The  l^dyof  Talma  waa  opened  by  Dr  Breschet,  in  presence  of  the 
physicians  aud  surgeons  who  attended  on  him  during  iiis  fatal  illness. 
It  was  discovered,  that  the  cause  of  this  celebrated  actor's  death  was  a  com¬ 
plete  obliteration,  for  nearly  two  inches  in  length,  of  the  targe  intestine, 
at  about  six  inches  from  its  termination.  In  the  other  parts  of  the  bowels 
Riere  waa  a  secondary  inflammation  observable.  It  is  obvious,  that  the 
obliteration  above  noticed  must  have  rendered  vain  all  tlie  cares  of  the 
first  medical  men.  There  was  also  found  an  aneurismal  tumour  at  the 
point  of  llie  heart,  the  existence  of  which  had  not  been  suspected. 

According  to  his  lest  desire,  the  remains  of  Talma  were  to  he  carried 
direcH  from  his  house,  to  the  cemetary  of  Fere  la  Chaise.  At  ten  o'clock 

Crecisely,  the  funeral  procession  set  out.  It  consisted  of  a  magnificent 
earse  drawn  by  four  horses,  fifteen  mourning  coaches,  Talma's  carriage, 
with  tlioae  of  Mile.  Mars  and  Mile.  Duchesnois,  and  two  or  three  other 
empty  ones,  having  their  curtains  lowered.  In  an  open  carriage  was 
Madame  Roustan  in  mourning  |  in  a  second  were  M.  Ancelot  and  M. 
Soumet  I  and  in  a  third  were  M.  Caaaimer  Perrier  and  his  two  sons.  In 
the  first  mourning  coach  were  M.  Arhault,  sen.  and  M.  de  Jouy,  in  the 
•ostume  of  the  Institute.  All  the  others  were  empty,  the  fineness  of  the 
weather  having  allowed  Talma’s  friends,  who  were  to  have  gone  in 
them,  to  follow  the  proeeaaion  on  foot,  which  they  preferred.’ — The  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  composing  it  may  be  eetimated  at  three  or  four  thousand, 
almost  nil  young  persons,  at  the  head  of  whom  walked  several  distin- 
gtn'shed  by  decorations.  M.  Mechin,  in  hts  coenime  as  a  Deputy,  and 
the  perfor^rs  of  the  Theatres  Royal,  aH  bare-headed,  marching  in  the 
greatest  order.  Numbers,  by  the  expression  of  tlieir  faces,  shewed  the 
profound  gtief  with  which  tl^y  #*re  penetrated.- The  procession  arri¬ 
ved  at  Fere  la  Chaise  at  about  half  past  eleven  o’clock.  The  place  of 
•epulture  was  on  one  of  the  heights  to  the  right,  not  far  from  the  monu¬ 
ment  of  Marshal  Masaena,  and  bordering  npon  thift  of  the  Despaux 
family.  Midway  op  the  steep  leading  to  it  the  heafse  stopped  ;  twelve 
young  men  then  carried  the  oottin  to  the  borders  of  ihe  grave  destined  to 
receive  it.  Prom  an  early  hour  fn  the  morning,  a  considerable  crowd, 
amounting,  perh^t,  to  twenty-thousand  persons,  had  filled  the  cemeterv, 
and  when  the  coffin  was  brouaht  Into  it,  they  assembled  round  the  tomb. 
JlJV?  without  difficulty  that  tha  persons  carrying '  the  cbffin,  with 
toe  me Qdii  and  tvwi  ihe  orators  themfciTet^  were  abft  to  get  within  the

On  Monday  last  we  attended  the  second  representation  of  Pewerilrf 
tke  Peakf  a  new  operatic  piece  manufactured  by  Mr  Pocoex  out  of 
the  Waverley  romance  of  tne  same  name.  Of  the  plot  we  shall  say 
little,  but  that  it  is  formed  chiefly  from  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
tale,  and  that  the  characters  selected  for  r^resentation  are 
^idpnortk  (who  doubles  a  part  of  the  role  of  Christum  in  the  original)^ 
Sir  Geoffrey f  Julian,  and  I^y  Peveril,  the  Countess  of  Derby,  Aliet 
Bridgnorth,  FweUu,  Deborah,  Whitt^r,  Charles  II,  and  tlie  Duke  of 
Buckingham,  '  We  have  often  had  occasion  to  obserre,  that  a  very 
popular  novel  usually  gives  rise  to  a  middling  pi  ay,  and  that  from 
no  fault  of  the  dramatist,  but  owing  to  the  fact,  that  much  which  is 
striking  and  picturesque  in  narrative  is  otherwise  in  representation. 
The  charm  of  novelty  is  aUo  wanting ;  the  dramatis  persons  are  old 
acquaintances ;  an^  thA mind  has  a  trick  of  being  more  fiicile 
at  the  detection  of  what^A^over  necessarjly)  left  out,  than  of  the 
felicity  of  that  which  is  retained  ;  and  hence  a  continued  feeling  of 
disappointment.  In  the  present  instance  the  disadvantage  is  not 
unfelt,  but  on  U)e  Contrary  is  indifferently  well  surmounted ;  yet  itill 
a  share  of  tha  consequential  languor  is  perceptible.  The  early  sceaea 
keep  pretty  close  to  the  prototype,  and  Sir  Geoffrey  lady, 

Julian,  AUce  Bridgnorth,  her  father,  and  the  Countess  oj  Derby,  art 
carefully  in  character ;  but  as  the  piece  proceeds,  Bridgnorth,  who  is 
performed  very  well  by  Ward,  turns  out  a  very  different  personage 
from  him  of  the  novel.  Fawcett's  Sir  Geoffrey  is  a  very  fair  repre¬ 
sentation  of  an  honest,  wooden-h^aded  member  of  the  Squirearchy ;

The  Court  of  Charles  II  li  but  a  so-so  affair,  the 
suite,  with  the  exception  of  Buckingham,  being  mere  automata, 
while  the  latter  character  is  given  to  Power,  who  is  no  more  fit  or  1 
than  Mr  Serle  for  Charles  IL  MissM.  Glover  was 
deaf-and-dumb  girl  Fenella,  and  evinced  considerable  feelingi 
I  her  pantomime  and  oral  badinage  with  Buckingham,  lltx  last  10^ 
where  she  abandons  the  belov^  Julian  to  the  roorc  fortunaU 
exhibited  very  considerable  pathos.

He  was  to  tha  French  what  John 
Kemble  was  to  the  English  theatre.  The  absurdity  of  sostume,  redun* 
dancy  of  manner,  and  extravagance  of  action,  which  were  the  principal 
cbaracteristics  of  the  stage  before  Talma  became  eminent  on  it,  and  poa* 
Imaged  an  important  share  of  the  management  of  the  TkuUre  Frcrnfais, 
were  never  seen  in  that  tragedian,  although  a  caricature  imitation,  by  a 
celebrated  actor  of  our  own,  would  lead  the  public  to  a  contrary  opinion} 
and,  ss  young  men  of  taleuC  rose  up,  they  felt  pride  in  following  the 
steps  of  so  great  a  master.  The  characters  in  which  Talma  was  moat 
powerful*  were  the  heroes  of  Shakspeare.  His  C’oriolanus  and  Hamlet  will 
be  remembered  with  delight  by  all  who  saw  them.  His  declama* 
lion  was  bold  without  being  ranting,  and  in  the  milder  parts  of  tragedy 
them  was  a  chasteneaeof  feeling  a^ut  him,  which  required  only  to  be 
iritnessed  to  be  fairly  appreciated.  Of  late  years  his  popularity  as  an 
fully  equalled  that  which  had  marked  the  zenith  of  his  fame.  The

Admiralty  OvviCE,  Oct,  27. — Vice-Admiral  Sir  Harry  Neale  haa 
transmitted  two  letters  from  Captain  Hamilton,  of  the  Cambrian^  and 
one  from  Captain  Sotheby,  of  the  Sertngepatnm,  reporting  the  capture  Of 
destruction  of  seven  piratical  vessels  in  the  Archipelago, 
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sctor  fully  equalled  that  which  had  marked  the  zenith  of  his  fame.  The 
ptrtof  S^/hi,  in  Jouy's  tragedy  of  that  name,  was  so  admirably  per- 
ibrmed  by  Talma,  that  for  more  than  200  nights  the  theatre  was  crowded 
to  witness  il-*>oor  was  this  surprising  ;  for,  if  we  csn  imsgine  a  combw 
natioBof  the  various  powers  of  Kemble,  Kean,  Young,  and  Macready, 
w0  nsy  picture  to  ourselves  Talma  in  his  favourite  character  of  Scj/lla, 
Itisa  iacthighly  creditable  to  the  French,  as  a  play-going  people,  that 
there  wae  no  caprice  about  them  as  to  Talma.  They  felt  and  acknow- 
{•dtiad  bis  tacelleoce,  and  his  name  upon  the  play  bill  was  the  cerU^ 
ksrbiagerof  a  crowded  audience.  In  this  metropolis,  even  Kemble 
Cooks,  when  the  novelty  had  gone  off  a  little,  frequently  failed  to 
kill  houses;  and  in  the  present  day  it  must  be  a  dazzling  star  inoKa 
which  can  attract  admirers  in  crowds  after  the  6rst  q.0itih  or  two  of  its 
ippesrance  in  the  the8*rical  hemisphere.  Off  the  kage  Talma  was  as 
flirsctive  as  upon  it— his  conversational  powers  were  of  no  mean  order, 
isd  as  a  politician  his  views  and  arguments  would  not  have  disgraced  a 
llioisterial  Cabinet.  The  late  Emperor  of  France  entertained  a  high 
ifspect  for  Tslina,  notwithstanding  the  freedom  with  which  he  expressed 
hU  republican  (eeljngj? ;  and  this  circumstance,  so  honourable  to  both  of 
them,  appears  to  |)ave  beep  recorded  by  Jouy,  in  his  Scy//a,  where 
jlofecius,  the  Roman  actor,*  is  made  to  act  the  same  part  towards  the, 
lloman  tyrant  as  Talma  did  |o' Napoleon.  In  his  domestic  habits  Talma 
wii  remarkably  plain,' and,  except  when  with  friends,  rather  abstemious, 
rie  rose  early,  and  wrotp  or  read  until  ten  or  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  at  which  time  lie  received  the  visits  of  his  theatrical  colleagues,  the 
litterateurs  of  Paris,  and  foreign  writers  who  were  desirous,  during  their 
•ley  in  Paris,  to  see  the  “  great  actor.**  To  the  less  fortunate  in  the 
mreer  which  he  had  run  so  brilliantly,  hq  was  ever  a  kind  friend  and  a 
liberal  patron  ;  bis  purse  was  as  open  as  his  heart.  The  sums  bestowed 
by  Talma  upon  distressed  talent  would,  if  brought  together,  form  an 
iniple  fortune  ;  and  if, as  we  fear,  be  has  died  rather  poor  than  rich,  the 
drcumetince  is  thus  easily  accoutred  for.  fils  regard  for  the  English 
character  was  with  him  at  once  theV^sult  of  natural  feeling  and  of  a 
sound  judgment.  He  received  and  spoke  of  Englishmen  with  delight, 
end  he  has  been  known,  on  more  occasions  than  one,  abruptly  to  quit  a 
frcneii  soloon  in  wHioh  the  English  nation  was  being  calumniated.  One 
act  alone  of  his  life  was  sufficient  to  render  his  fame  immortal.  It  is  a 
hot  in  history  that,  during  the  convulsions  in  the  south  of  France,  when 
the  bigotry  and  intolerance  of  the  Priesthood  worked  upon  au  ignorant 
population  to  such  an  extent  that  the  life  of  a  Protestant  was  never  in 
ealety,  Young,  the  author  of  Night  Thoughts,  lost  a  beloved  daughter,  to 
whose  remains  the  Priesthood  denied  interment.  The  wretched  father 
was  compelled  to  bury  the  corpse  of  hit  child  at  night  and  unaided,  in 
the  garden  belonging  to  the  house  which  he  then  inhabited.  Belter 
arrived  ;  but  this  outrage  upon  decency  and  humanity  remained  not 
cuiy  unpunished,  but,  as  to  France,  almost  unrecorded.  Talma,  who  was 
playing  in  the  neighbourhood,  visited  the  spot,  shed  tears  over  the  grave 
^•eniiment,  aad,  ala  considerable  expense,  erected  near  it  a  tomb, 
hearing  an  inscription  which  at  onca  recorded  the  fact  and  shained  the 
perpetrators.— O/oAfl.

Though  the  room  can  accomo* 
date  ^,000  persons,  so  great  was  the  throug,  that  great  iiumberH  were 
excluded.  Wil|iaiii ‘Eddie,  a  mechanic,  took  the  chair;  and  several 
persons,  all  working  men  except*  Mr  Detrosier,  a  dissenting  minister, 
‘addressed  the  meeting  In  a  very  able  manner,  handling  with  much  humour 
us  well  as  forcible  argumeut,  the  topics  of  the  Corn  Laws,  Taxation, 
•V.releshisticHl  riches,  the  enormous  sniiis  laid  out  In  Royal  Palaces  while 
thousands  of  the  poor  were  starving,  &c.  George  Brookes  observed,  that 
a  g4M»d  foreign  market  was  now  open,  provided  we  would  take  foreign 
corn  ill 'exchange  ;  hut  that  Sir  J.  Pollen  and  other  landlords  would  see 
them  starved  to  death,  and  call  them  **  poor  ragged  devils  **  for  their 
foolishness,  sooner  than  consent  to  the  repeal  of  the  cruel  and  unjust  corn 
monopoly.— Six  Resolutions  were  then  passed,  denouncing  the  existing 
aysteiii  of  high  taxation,  profligate  expenditure,  and  dear  bread,  and 
exhibiting  the  necessity  of  Radical  Reform,  Universal  Sufl’rage,  and  Vote 
by  Kallot.  The  proceedings  of  the  meeting  were  most  orderly  ;  and  it 
tiispersed  about  eleven  oVIock.  Petitions  were  ordered  to  be  presented

It  set  forth  that  Mr  Wilks  wa«  undeserving  of 
their  confidence  as  a  Represenlalive— first,  from  the  delusion  he  bad 
prsctised  upon  them,  in  representing  himself  as  supported  by  many  hun¬ 
kers  and  merchants  in  London— secondly,  from  the  deception  practised 
upon  them,  by  his  assumption  of  the  cliuraoter  of  a  religious  and  conscien¬ 
tious  man — and  thirdly,  from  his  flagrant  conduct  respecting  Mining  and 
Alber  speculations.- The  Petition  was  adopted. 

CuANCBRY  Clbrks- Mr  Vizard,  the  eminent  Solicitor,  has  made 
■**Rie  of  his  opiniona  respecting  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  a  pamphlet. 
His  complaint  against  the  present  system,  in  which  tbe  interference  of 
Clerks  ill  Court  prevails,  is,  that  that  interference  uccasions  unnecessary 
expense  and  delay.  The  first  he  proves  by  showing  that  the  Six  Clerks 
do  nothing  for 'the  greater  part  of  the  fees  with  which  they  charge  tbe 
xuiters,  aud  that  what  they  do  might  be  dispensed  with;  and  he  demon* 
Airatfi  the  second  point,  by  showing  that  they  take,  in  some  measure,  tbe 
ttiuduct  of  the  suit  from  tbe  solicitor  who  ought  to  have  it,  and  thus  im¬ 
pede  bis  progress. 

Phrbnolooy. — **  Pythagoras,  before  admitting  any  one  into  liis  frater* 
nily,  examined  bis  features  and  exleiiial  appeurance;  observed  what  pas- 
siutis  he  was  most  inclined  to  indulge;  attended  to  his  manner  of  con* 
versing,  laughing,  and  keeping  silence  ;  ascertained  how  he  passed  his 
leisure  niouieuts,  and,  what  incidents  excited  in  him  the  strongest  cmo* 
tiotis  of  joy  and  sorrow.  Plato  held  that  the  soul  of  inaii  was  tripartite, — 
One  being  the  seat  of  intelligence,  the  second  of  passion,  the  third  of 
Appetite*  and  he  assigned  to  each  its  proper  place  in  tbe  human  body.— 
Phis  was  very  nearly  the  theory  of  Phrenology,  which  auigns  the  Intel, 
lecis  to  the  forehead,  the  Sentiments  chiefly  to  the  upper,  aud  the  Pro- 
iwiisities  or  Appetites  chiefly  to  the  jower  and  poMerior  portions  of  the 
hrsin."— -See  a  very  interesting  article  in  the  Scotsman  of  Oct.  in 
ve;dy  to  an  elaborate  attack  on  Pbrenology,  in  tbe  lust  No.  of  tbe  Kdin- 
Review,  said  to  be  written  by  Mr  Jeffrey.

Mr  DsiiMAif,  for  the  defendant,  remarked  upon  tbe  circumatanee  of  tbo 
present  cause  being,  instead  of  an  action  for  damagea,  an  indioimeni  fer 
libel,  whoft  tbe  defendsnl  eonid  not  prove  tbe  truth  of  (be  allegations  ha 
had  made.  Hs  also  observed  opoa  the  circumstanae  *of  Mr  Timperofe 
being  in  Court,  and  yet  not  being  called  as  a  whnest  fer  tbe  proeeeiitlon, 
BO  that  the  defendant  might  have  tbe  benefit  of  elieitiog  the  troth  by 
oross-examinatlon. 

The  Loan  Cgity  Jcsrit^t  observed,  that  whether  proving  the  faote  to 
be  true  would  be  a  juslifieatioo  of  the  conduct  of  tbe  dffendaai,  was  not 
MOW  thd  eobjeet  of  inquiry.  He  Ibmight,  however,  that  if  any  gentleman 
In  the  akuation  of  executor  or  trotiee  disposed  of  trust  properly,  (ooe  of 
Mr  CUrke's  oeeutolions  against  Mr  Timperon)  which  urns  In  bis  power, 
and  applied  it  to  bie  own  use  in  tbe  fell  confidence  that  be  might  after¬ 
words  be  able  to  repleeo  it,  and  ultimately  did  so,  nerertbeless  sueb 
couduct  was  deeerviirgof  reprobatiou.  He  ought  uot  lo  expoee  trust  prm 
perty,  or  place  It  iu  jeopardy  ut  toy  time,  in  order  tb  make  a  profit  of  it.

Edward  Kentii/t  Lieatenant  of  the  89th  regimentof  foot,  was  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  charged  with  the  manslaughter  of  Mr  Robert  Charlton,  surgeon 
of  the  Bussorah,  on  her  voyage  from  Madras  to  England. 

The  circumstances  of  thd’cafosinnre  shortly  these  :<»In  March  last  the 
Bussorah  sailed  from'Madras  for  England,  having  on  board,  Lieut  Kenny 
and  Mr  Robert  Charlton.  When  she  arrived  off  the  Cape,  they  were  on 
sach'terms  that  Mr  Charlton  was  in  the  habit  of  living  in  Lieutenant 
Kenny's  cabin,  where  they  ate  and  slept  together.  On  the  23d  of  April, 
'which  day  was  kept  as  the  King's  birth*day,  a  great  deal  of  wine  was 
drank  by  them.  About  twelve  o'clock  at  night  they  went  up  to  the 
poop  of  the  ship,  and  there  a  flash  of  a  pistol  was  seen.  Mr  Oakes  and 
the  Captain  immediately  examined  the  poop,. but  seeing  nobody,  they, 
went  below  again, .and  shortly  after  another  discharge  of  pistols  was 
beard,  upon  which  tht;y  went  up  again,  and  saw  Mr  Charlton,  who  had 
been  shot,  in  the  arms  of  the  prisoner,  who  exclaimed,  I  have  shot  my 
best  friend.  As  to  the. cause  of  this  quarrel,  there  was  no  evidence  what¬ 
ever;  the  only  circumstance  which  could  throw  any  light  on  it,  was  an 
observation  made  shortly  after  the  fatal  occurrence,  by  Lieutenant  Kenny 
— It  is  all  through  a  d-— d  woman." 

Tbe  Prisoner  read  his  d.efence  from  a  written  paper;  He  entered  with 
much  minuteness  into  all  tbe  circumstances.  The  duel,  it  appeared  from 
statement,  had  arisen  from  a  very  ofTensive  word  applied  to  Lieutenant 
Kenny  by  Mr  Carlton;  Lieutenant  Kenny  retorted  with  equal  warmth;

years  of  age.  The  deceased  was  a  remarkably  handsome  girl,  and  to  her 
personal  attractions  were  added  great  vivacity  and  a  good  disposition  She 
was  the  daughter  of  respectable  persons,  and  was  in  the  service  of  Jobs 
Henry  Buckingham,  Esq.,  of  Park  street.— .The  broths  of  the  deceased, 
Mr  Wm  Webb,  a  cheesemonger,  residing  in  Boston  street,  stated  thsf 
be  went  to  Park  street,  and  found  deceased  very  pooVfy,^complsiniog  of 
violent  pains  in  her  back.  A  surgeon  was  sent  for.  He  took  a  httls 
blood  from  her.  and  she  was  pul  to  bed.  It  was  suspected  she  was  going 
to  miscarry  ;  but  she  denied  it.'  Witness  took  her  to  his  own  house  next 
morning,  where  the  doctor  continued  his  attendances,  and  she  miscarried  on 
Saturday  morning,  and  died  in  witness's  arms  on  Sunday  evening.  Some 
hours  before  she  expired,  she  said  that  William  East  had  been  tskisg 
improper  liberties  with  her  and  bad  committed  the  act  with  violeace.  It 
appeared  that  a  short  time  ago  the  deeeased  lived  as  servant  to  Mrs  East, 
who  keeps  livery  stables  near  Finsbury  square,  and  that  William  East, 
during  the  absence  of  Mrs  EUist,\y  ill iam  East /udely  attacked  her— sod 
being  unable  to  protect  herself,  he  accomplished  his  purpose.— Tbe  Jury 
returned  a  verdict— That  she  died,  having  miscarried."— The  Jury 
warmly  declared  their  sentiments  as  to' the  conduct  of  Mr  Eut,  and  ex.

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Tbcrobb  Storm.— An  awful  thuntler-storm  came  over  the  town  of 
glawford  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood,  about  nine  o'clock  on  Sunday 
igoroiag  last,  accompanied  with  heavy  showers  of  rain.

The  Marquis  and  Marchioness  must  doubtless  have  been  considerably 
tlsrmcd.— The  storm  appears  to  have  extended  to  the  county  of  Suffolk  j 
for  at  Kentford,  about  three  the  same  day,  the  effects  of  one  flash  of  light* 
aiag  were  most  awful  and  extraordinary.  The  fluid  fell  upon  the  chimney 
St  the  east  end  of  the  farm-house  in  the  occupation  of  Mr  Thomas  Cornell, 
drove  in  the  attic  window,  and  carried  some  of  the  brickwork  full  ten 
yards  across  two  rooms,  breaking  several  chairs.

SciciDis.— On  Tuesday  week,  George  fVood,  Fsq.  a  young  gentleman, 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  shot  'himself  at  Mount  Echo,  Chinksford  green, 
the  seat  of  bis  uncle.

The  coachman  went, 
sad  while  in  the  house. he  heard  the  report  of  a  pistol,  in  consequence  of 
which  he  rushed  back  ;  but  on  endeavouring  to  enter  the  stable,  he  found 
the  door  fastened  ;  he  forced  it  open,  and  discovered  that  the  obstruction 
ksd  been  occasioned* by  the  lifeless  corpse  of  his  young  master,  who  lay 
weltering  in  hit  blood  against  it.  The  ball  had  entered  behind  the  right 
etr,  and  came  out  near  the  left  temple.  The  pistol  was  found  lying 
bcildcliiin.  “Medical  assistance  was 'called  in,  but  without  avail.  The 
inquest  sat^ on  the, remains  on  Saturday,  at  the  King's  Head,  Chinksford 
green,  when  ibe  above’ facts  being  established,  and  Dr  Janies,  of  Croydon, 
having  Btate4»  that  he  had  attended  the  deceased,  who  wos  subject  to  a 
tesdency  of  blood  to  the  head,  a  verdict  of  Insanity  was  recorded. 

On  Wednesdly  week,  Thomas  Augustus  Jessop^  Esq.  brother  of  the 
barrister,  commicted  suicide  at  the  residence  of  his  father,  Farm  bill,  near 
Walibaui  Abbey.  On  the  Wednesday  morning,  about  six  o'clock,  a 
utso  in  the  employ  of  Mr  Jessop  heard  the  discharge  of  some  fire-arms  ; 
hut  it  did  not  at  the  time  make  any  impression  upon  him.  On  arriving  at 
the  shed,  the  first  cow  that  entered  iniiiiedistely  turned  back,  and,  as  he 
dcscfihes  it,  lowed  ip  the  most  piteous  manner;  surprised  at  this,  he 
entered  the  shed,  where  he  beheld  the  unfortunate  gentleman  leaning 
xgaiast  the  wall,  and  bleeding  profusely  from  his  head  ;  beside  him,  on 
the  ground,  lay  a  small  pocket  pistol  with  which  he  effected  bis  purpose. 
Dr  Hilioo  was  soon  in  attendance,  but  medical  aid  could  do  nothing,  life 
being  extinct.  The  ball  entered  behind  the  right  ear,  and  lodged  in  the 
brain,  so  that  death  must  have  been  almost  instantaneous.  A  Coroner's 
^nest  waa  held  at  the  New  Inn,  Waltham  Abbey,  when  evidence  to  the 
above  eft'eol  being  offered,  and  Doctor  Saundera,  of  Cheshunt,  hia  altend- 
physician,  having  stated  that  the  deceased,  about  twelve  months 
since,  had  a  severe  brain  fever,  which  occasionally  impaired  his  under- 
*taadtng,  so  much  so,  that  be  recommended  that  he  should  never  be  left 
•leaf,  a  verdict  of  Insanity  was  returned.  He  was  forty  six  years  of 
*C*»aud  has  lefk  a  wife— who  was  at  Worthing  nt  the  time  the  calamity 
<^nrrcd— and  two  young  children. 

MoaDia.— On  Friday  afternoon,  Marlborough  was  thrown  into  alarm, 
by  the  report  of  a  murder  having  been  confined  at  the  Wheatsheaf 
public  bonsa,  Prhebute,  within  about  a  mile  of  tin  town.

Not  a^ve  five  miauies  before  ho 
struck  the  deceased,  he  lent  the  knife  with  which  he  perpetrated  the  horrid 
deed  to  one  of  the  party  to  cut  some  bread  and  cheese,  who  returned  it 
shut  up,  and  saw  him  put  it  into  his  pocket.  There  is  very  little  doubt 
that  this  rash  act  was  the  effFect  of  jeaiouay.  The  deceased  waa  a  fine, 
young  woman,  and  understood  to  be  of  rather  respectable  conoexions,  and 
bearing  a  striking  contrast  to  the  prisoner,  who  baa  a  very  forbidding 
appearance. — Reading  Paper.
